Tho city wag a little alarmed Sunday 


evening about 9 o'clock when the fire 
alarm was sounded and the sky looked as 
if a very disastrous fire was in progress- 
Tho flames proved to be in the old slied 
that has stood for years on the Fitch- 
burg railroad's property, opposite the gas 
works, and which has been used for art- 
pair shop.

day and, for the first time since she was 
removed to Long1 Island City from the 
Tombs, left the courthouse buildings. 
She went to corroborate a part o£ her 
confession, and today the authorities 
hope to be able to locate the sav,- >vith 
which it is claimed Thorn dismembered 
the body o£ Guldensuppe. The party 
drove through Woodside, but not near 
the now notorious cottage where the 
murder occurred, to a point between 
Fluslnnc a.nd College Point, known as 
College Hill. In her confession, Mrs. 
Nack hail indicated that as the locality 
in which the saw 
was buried. 
She 


thought she could find the spot, and when 
'taken there indicated the vicinity. She 
was not sure of the exact place, but was 
sure she was able to tell within a fe\v 
feet. When the spot \vas located as 
nearly as possible, the thipo re-entered 
thp cuach, and it was driver-' ack to Long 
Island City. 


Mrs. Nack has issued a statement in- 


tended to show that she had really been 
converted, and had not appeared as a 
witness against Martin Thorn in order to 
save her own lite. She says she hopes 
for no leniency and she is ready to die. 
This places her case in a very serious 
position. It has beijn assumed that her 
lawyer, E. M. Friend, had come to some 
understanding with District Attorney 
Youngs of Queen? county, and that Fbe 
would be permitted to plead "guilty" to 
some degree oi crime less than murder 
in the first degree. When she was ex- 
amined Wednesday she positivc-iy re- 
plied to the question put by Smmjrate 
Weiler that her confession was purely 
voluntary, and tbat no promises of any 
kind had been made by the district at- 
torney. If tills be true she may be tried 
for murder in tbe first degree, as she is 
legally guilty of Uie crime, accepting 
her oivn version as accurate. 


If, as she says, she did not kill Gul- 


densuppe herself, she was as guilty as 
Thorn, whom she assisted in all the 
preliminary arrangements, bringing not 
only the victim, but the material for 
getting rid of his body, knowing that he 
was to be hacked to pieces. Mr. Friend 
says he permitted her to confess, know- 
ing that it would be for her benefit, a<5 
the rase of the prosecution was far 
_strongcr than tbe public imagined. 


William !<'. Howe, Thorn's counsel, has 


been making a thorough investigation of 
Mrs. Nack's record. He professes to be 
in a position to prove that many por- 
tions of her story are untrue. He pays 
she is a cunning-criminal. In leference 
to her confession, he remarked: "Just 
consider what this woman hsfe done. She 
is a most awful spider criminal by her 
oivn words. She, ft mariied 
Yioman, 


loved both Guldensuppe and Thorn. She 
rannot have both. She plans Gulden- 
suppe's death, takes her own money to 
hire the house in which to carry nut her 
murderous plans, and lures Guldensiippc 
to that house; she kills him, yes. kills 
him. 
She says Thorn kills him. We say 


she did it. Thorn was not the aspassm, 
but her tool. At the last moment she 
swears Thorn's life away to save her 
own.

Is the Way Buffalo People View the 


Result of the Willliam-Cornell Game. 


The Buffalo Sunday News says in part 


of 
Saturday's 
Williams-Cornell game 


played at Buffalo: 


"Five thousand people OT thorahouts 


shivered and shouted at Olympic Park 
yesterday afternoon. Some shouted at 
one time and some shouted at another, 
but most of them shivered all of the time. 
Hut what recked the 5,000 shiverers of the 
icy, mist-laden air which pierced to the 
morrow? 
Were not the padded and 


shock-haired warriors of old Williams 
ard of younger but vigorous Cornell meet_ 
ing on the chalk-marked field? Nearly 
all of the chilly multitude were partisans 
of one or the other of fcho two teams, and 
\vhon the blood is up comfort is forgotten. 
A stranger at Olympic park yesterday 
aiternoon might easily have imagined 
that Bufl'alo, instead of being a great 
center ot population, with only an em- 
bryonic university, was a genuine college 
town, like they have in New England. 


"The scene was an enlivening one to 


contemplate. 
What most appealed to 


the eye was the pretty girls and the bits 
ol brilliant color with which the whole 


mass of humanity was dotted. 
Nearly 


every fair maid proclaimed her prefer- 
ence by waving a bannerette, colored 
with the carneliau and white ot Cornell 
or the roy&l purple of Williams, 


Far across the field, rising above the 


wall of humanity on the side line, were 
to be seen coaches, drags, 'buses and 
carriages, 
brilliant 
with the flying 


streamers of partisans. 


"The battle was aa plucky a struggle as 


•\erscenonalocal field. It was evident 
fiom the beginning that Williams was 
outclassed, that there was little hope fora 
Victory over Cornell's sons, yet from the 
start until the referee's whistle announced 
t he end of the game not once did the little 
New England band despair. They made 
.he Cornellians win every inch of ground 
hey gained and when in turn they se- 
tured the ball they fought with spirit of 
laurels freshly won. 


"With the ball in their possession it 
semed at times that Williams would win 
nit in spite of the odds against them. 
Branch, Davis and Williams rallying 
with a snap that amazed Coach Warner's 
men, would plunge through the heavi 
line of Cornellians ior good substantial 
CTins. The Ithacans could not hold them 
it these desperate moments. But with 
the goal line almost within their reach 
the Williams backs would be forced to 
;ive up the ball on the fourth down. 


This was the story ot the whole game. 


rt was weight, with irresistible force, 
igainst pluck, nerve and determination. 
For a time pluck and determination 
\\ouldseom to triumph, but when the 
flnul test would come, when the royal 
purple warriors would reach a point 
where they seriously threatened the Itha- 
oans' goal, the indomitable strength of 
the heavy team would triumph.
